Duty on Tin Cans- 1 

"Washington-, May 1. — Tito despatch 
from Ottawa which Bays that the I>o- 
miuiou will call upon the Govern- 
ment of the United States for repara- 
tion on account of the duties collected 
vipon preserved unli in violation of the 
Treaty of Washington, is based upon 
a distinction which the Canadians do 
not appear to understand. The duties 
arc not collected upon the fish, but upon 
the tin cans in which it is packed. Tho 
Treaty of Washington contemplated 
perfectly equality between those citi- 
zens of both nations who were engag- 
ed iu the fish-catching business. 
Americans who catch 1 fish for our mai- 
■ kets have to pay duties on tho tin. cans 
and they arc placed at a disadvantage 
if tho Canadians can pack their iish on 
the other side of the lino, and escape 
taxes on the cans. Tho duties are not 
levied on the iish, but on the cans, 
and are not a discrimination in favor 
of our own citizens. The tax places 
fishermen and fish dealors of both 
countries, on an equal plane, and it is 
holchlhat neither tho spirit nor the 
letter of tho Treaty of Washington is 
violated. Furthermore, the poim of 
the recent Treasury decision regarding 
importations of Iish from the .British 
Provinces is that barrels of fish are not 
to bo considered within the meaning 
of the provison of the fourth soction of 
the tarilt'act of Feb. 8, 1875, which is 
ir. the following words: 

"Provided that cans or packagos 
made of tin or othorinaterial, contain- 
ing tish of any kind, admitted freo of 
duty under any existing law or treaty, 
not exceeding ono quart in contents, 
shull he subject to a duty of ono cent 
and a half on each can or packago, 
and when exceeding ou u quart shall 
be subject to an additional duty of ono 
cent and a half for each additional 
quart or- fractional part thereof." Tho 
decision of the Treasury Department 
relates merely to this law of Congress, 
and does not affect or in any way 
touch, the objection raised in Canada 
that tho said tariff act is in conflict 
with tho two uty first article of tho 
Treaty of Washington, ratified June 
17, 1871, which reads as follows: "It 
is agreed that for the term of years 
mentioned in the article 33 of tho 
treaty, fish-oil and fish of all kkds 
(except fish of the inland lakes and of 
the rivers falling into them, and ex- 
cept tish preserved in oil,) being the 
produce of tho fisheries of the Domin- 
on of Canada, or of Prince Edward In- 
land, or of the United States, shall be 
admitted into each country rospeot |v e- 
ly froti of duty." It will bo noticed 
that, while Congress did not interfere 
with the free importation of fish iu 
bulk, it imposed a duty upon thorn 
whenever imported in cans or pack- 
ages; whereas the treaty excludes 
nouo from freo importation, except 
Kuch a* are taken from inland lakes 
and from the rivers fulling into them, 



and "fish preserved in oil." 



If we may believe the reports in the 
English journals, tho secret of making 
glass tough has at last been discover- 
ed, and a new era of unbreakable 
lamp chimneys and other once fragile 
ware will soon sot in. M. Francois 
do lu UaHtie, a French engineer, after 
years of inquiry, has found that glass 
heated to a certain temperature, and 
passed for a moment through a pre- 
pared oil, also heated, loses its brit- 
tloiiess, becoming so tough that an 
8-oz iron weight, falling ou a thin 
.piece from a distance of four feet, only 
boundod off. Thin water-glasses, or 
plates thrown across a room against a 
wall, fell spinning on tho floor. When, 
however, the glass does break it- breaks 
all at onco into atoms, and tho gla- 
zier's diamond makes no impression 
on it. It can, however, be cut with 
the .wheel, and oomo simple method 
of cutting will speedily be devised, 
when the glass may bo used for the 
commonest as well as tho most elabor- 
ate purposes. As yot tho new inven- 
tion had not been introduced into 
public use. It is said that it will bo 
first, tried in stained-glass windows; 
but if it is at all equal to what it is re- 
presented, and that tho price is not 
too high, it must apon drive tho pro- 
sent article out of tho market for many 
purposes at all events,

The Bailot Act- 



It has long been felt that the Ballot 
Act under which cloctiona have been 
held in this Province for tho pa3t two 
years is crude and mystifying. In- 
stead of being clear to tho most ordi- 
nary comprehension, it is a legal pro- 
blem to the most astute lawyers and a 
stumbling-block in the way of tho 
most experienced political agents. In- 
stead of having its provisions recited 
in three or four pages of tho Statutes- 
book, it covers thirteen dreary pages 
of the volume, any ono of which oper- 
ates on tho mind of the reader very 
much as the Japanese puzzlo acts upon 
the hands of the victim who may be 
induced to submit his digits to its 
clasp. Dan O'Connoll's coach-and- 
four, which ho used to say ho could 
drive through any Act of tho Imponal 
Parliament, might grow to a railway 
train and be rushed through our Bal- 
lot Act without foar of disaster. Tho 
incongruities of the Act have not yet 
been subjectod to tho test of a judicial 
examination; but we predict that the 
approachiug general election will 
prove a fruitfuj source of litigation 
through tho rulings of returning offi- 
cers whose minds in most cases will 
bo so bedeviled and befogged by the 
Act and tho complex nature of their 
duties under it that they will be un- 
wittingly guilty of the gravest mis- 
takes. At tho last election for tho 
Commons — the first olectiou hold un- 
der the Act — there wero at least five 
illegalities perpetrated by doputy re- 
turning officers, any one of which 
would have been fatal to tho election 
had the cases been carried into tho 
Supreme Court. But it is not so much 
with the roading of the Act itself than 
we have to find fault to-day, as with 
the manner in which the elector is re- 
quired to prepare his voting paper 
for tho box. He is given a stamped 
ballot by the collector. The ballot 
contains the names of all tho candi- 
dates legibly printed thereon. Now, 
common sense would dictate to the 
elector that if ho should run a pen or 
' pencil through the names that lie did 
not wish to vote for, and leave those 
he did wish to vote lor untouched, 
that tho object of tho Act would be 
attained; but laws are not always 
framed in accord with tho dictates of 
common sense, and our Ballot Act 
eeems to be framed with .especial re- 
spect to the absence of that commend- 
able quality. The elector is therefore 
told tu»t ho must put a cross (X) op- 
posite the names of the candidates he 
favors and leaves tho space opposite the 
other names blanks. He retires be- 
hind a screen and proceeds to mark 
the ballot. lis. many instances he 
puts the cross in the space before 
the name, while the returning officer 
insists that the cross must appear in tho 
space after tiie name. When the bal- 
lots come to be counted tho votes 
with tho cross before the niuuo are 
thrown out, At tho recout A^uuicipal 
election lGpercont. of tho ballots were 
thrown out lor alleged wrong mark- 
ing. At the nrst election under tho 
Ballot Act in tho city, about seven per 
cent, of tho electors wero disfranchised 
in consequence of an error of this 
kind. In England wo observe that the 
Bailot Aot-alihough immeasurably su- 
perior to ours — hus worked badly, 
simply because of tho outrageous blun- 
ders which tho system of marking tho 
ballots has given way to. Soino re- 
turning oflicorB have discarded all bal- 
lots marked on the righthand side; 
others all that wero marked on tho 
lefthand side. Others have counted 
ballots marked on eithor or both sides, 
and so on, until the whole system has 
become so mixed up that tno Courts 
are never free of election cases. In 
Canada tho evil has culminated in the 
North Victoria olectioii case where a 
Reform candidate was returned as 
elocted. His opponent carried the 
case into Court on tno ground that tho 
returning officer in rejecting certain 
ballot-papers had aelod illegally, and 
that if the rejected ballots wore count- 
ed for tho petitioner ho would be found 
to havo received a majority of the 
votes cast. Tue Court decided that 
tho rejectod ballots wore good and tho 
petitioner was seated. As wo are on 
tho eve of a gonoral oleccion wo have 
thought it wise to publish an abstract 
of tho Judgo's decision. AVo boliove 
it was tho wish and intoution of the 
Opposition members of tho Local 
House at its last Mansion to introduce 
a measure to amend and simplify the 
Ballot Act; bat their aim wm thwart- 
ed by the summary adjournment of 
tho Houao by a tyrannical Govern- 
ment majority, who saw in every at- 
tempt to simplify tho iiegistration of 
Voters or to rondor the Ballot 8J stem 
intelligiblo to the masses, a plot to do- 
feut thorn at tho pollsl The Iossju 
taught by Mi. Justice Wilson's en- 
lighioned decision should not bo lost 
in tbiu Province. Tho Justice laid it 
down, 

1. Those marked with a cross in tho 
compartment, ot tho ballot on winch tho 
oaudicliHu*' naiuos weru printed, unit to 
tho rigut hand of Mm namea. The ob- 
jection irmdo to theat) ballots wits that t!io 
oios» should bavo boen put in the com- 
partinaut outside of that, to tbo right, in 
which tho name wan printed. Tho Judgo 
hold that tho voto wm usually yood whe- 
ther the cross was put iu one or tlioothur 
compartment. 

2. Thoeo Marked iu the samo compart- 
ment, but to th* left of the oandidiuo'e 

m , 



3. Those marked in the samo compart- 
ment, but ubove or below tho candidate's 
name. 

4. Thnsn uiarked with a cross to tho 
left hand aide, but in tho compartment 
outside of tho name. 

Theso threo classes Mr. Justice Wilson 
grouped together and treated aliko. If 
ono wero good all wore good; if ono wero 
bad all wero bad. He said ho would 
<*>uiit them all as good ; because tho Act 
is not to bo read as a declaration that if 
the cross be not put to tho right of the 
mime it should bo void. "A mnrkiug to 
the left instead of tbo right ia not a cause 
for whieli tho deputy returning officer is 
authorised to reject tho ballots under 
Sec. 55." 

5. Those marked with a moro line, ver- 
tically, horizontally or diagonally. Those 
his Lordship rejected as had; ''becauso 
there is a fair ground of argument that 
t lie elector, not having completed his 
cross, did not mean to complete it, and 
purposely left his will undetermined." 

C. Those marked not with a proper 
cross, but with some additions to it, such 
as make it look like an X, or having linos 
at the top or hoi torn of the cross, or 
across tho centre of it, «to. Theso wero 
held to ho good. 

7. Those marked with a proper cross, 
but having some additional mark by 
which it was said tho voter could bo 
identified. These wore rejected, for tho 
reason that the marks might havo been 
used for the purpose of identification. 

8. Those having no cross, bat tho can- 
didate's name written in full or in part, or 
with somo letter or initials put near the 
oross. 

9. Those marked by a number of lines, 

10. With a cross for each cand idato. 



"My Mission was n Success." 

This time it is the Civil Service Review 
that has something to say about "My 
Mission to England." The Rttvlew, of 
course, knows all about tho mission and 
its results and pronounces tbe.2. "glori- 
ous." If the writer had called them 
glorifying ho would havo corao nearer 
the mark, for beyond tho glorification of 
Mr. Walkem at a dinner and giving him 
a chance to get into good company for a 
few hours at tho expense of the Province, 
tho "results" seem to havo been nothing. 
If tho mission bore any other than Dead 
Sea fruit, which is 

" Fuir to Tlevr, 
Yet turns to ashes oil the. lip," 

wo sheuld like to see it. Perhaps tho lo- 
cal organ of Mr. Walkem, which eagerly 
copies all the nico articles in praiso of its 
patron from the London Press (which 
articles, it is feared, are paid for by the 
Province at so much a line), will enlight- 
en the public, who are anxious to know 
all about it. Tho country had to pay the 
expense of the London trip, and they are 
certainly entitlod to fal'est information 
in advance of London penny-a-liners. It 
is a matter of astonishment to us that 
they havo not long sinco insisted upon 
tho fullest Information. To this very day 
the Locsl Government cannot say when 
the Island Railway will be commenced 
or whether it will ever be bui It. They 
cannot even tell whether tho Dry Dock 
money is to be a loan or a gift. Is it not 
the oruelest kind of mockery, in tho face 
of theso facts, to call tho mission r, '"suc- 
cess?" Ii it not adding insult to injury 
to assort that the Province gained a great 
victory over Canada at London ? Is it not 
trilling with tho host interests of the 
country to tell it almost daily that ''the 
results of my mission are glorious?" 
When Sam Weller was invitod by the 
fool men of Bath to "a cold awarry, con- 
sisting of r. biled leg of mutton and the 
trimmings," it is recorded that he won- 
dered "rt hat they'd call a roast 'un." 
When British Columbians arc called on 
by the London Reviem and other papers 
to throw up their caps over tho "success" 
of Mr. Walkem's mission, iu tha absence 
of information they feel disposed to ask 
"what they'd call a failure.

A BirORT 

Was read from the City Surveyor, on- 
closing sections and specifications of tho 
grading required on Herald, Discovery 
■nd Stoic streets, with estimate of pro- 
bable cost of a box drain ou Fort straot, 
from Govornment to Wuarf; further, stat- 
ing that tho contractor hud completed 
laying, up tn Tuesday evoning, a littlo 
over a milo of water pipes, or nbont one- 
fifth of tho whole distance, with tho ox- 
ooption of making the connection with 
the stop-valve at the dams, which will be 
done so soon as tho castings are ready. 
The jointing and laying being dono in a 
■workmanlike nnd satisfactory manner and 
in accordance with tho specification. 

Couu. Qowen moved that tho section 
relating to tho laying of tho water pipes 
bo received and spread ou the miuutos. 
Carried. 

Conn. Gowen, seconded bv Ooun. 
Trounco, moved that tenders be invited 
for tho eonstrnction of a box-drain on 
Fort street, from Government to Wharf. 
Carried. 

FIKAXOX. 

The following accounts took tho nrual 
course: Labor on streets from 21st April 
to 25th inst., S2UG; Kubinson and Plutn- 
mer, $5. 

Conn. Gowon explained that last week 
having been a broken one the Street Com. 
had not had time to attend to various 
matters, and further time) was grantod re- 
specting them. 

It was moved by Coun. Gowon. second- 
ed by Cou.i. Trounce, that the City Sur- 
veyor should at hia leisuro proparo levels, 
specifications and sections for a compre- 
hensive system of drainage for tho city. 
Carried. " 

WATER. 

Coun. Williams winlind to know if tho 
City Survoyor had made arrangements to 
have the joints in the pipes made while 
he was present. 

The Surveyor said he generally went 
out in the afternoons and tho lead was 
poured iuto the joints then, the gaskets 
being put in in tho morning. 

In answer to a question from Coun. 
Trounne, tho Engineer said that he had 
tried the joints of a dozen or two of tho 
pipes, one here and thero, and in all 
cases found them good. 

Coun. Trounco would havo every joint 
gauged. 

The Mayor said he had.been out to seo 
the work and tho sockets wore in some 
case* /our inches on one side and only 
three iaeb.es on the other. This did not 
interfere with the pipeB being good, but 
it did with tho gauging recommended by 
Coun. Trounce. 

Couu. Trounce was aware of this, but 
lie mainlainod that it would not interfere 
with the measurement or prevent anyone 
f rom wing the gasket properly tamped 
round the rim. 

Couu. Williams complained that the 
contractor for the hauling of tho remain- 
der of tho pipes had not. yet been notified, 
nnd prophesied that the pipe-layer would 
bo stopped for want of pipes and would 
get out of his contract. The water would 
never get into tho city at this rate. He 
■wished to know why tho notice had not 
been giveu. 

The Mayor supposnd Coun. Williams 
' knew the reason. Tliis would bo talked 
over bye-»nd-bye. He did not wish to 
flay anything about it at present. 

Conn. Shakespeare drew attention to 
the dangerous oondition of Waddington 
Alloy where a man had been thrown 
from a waggon a fow days back and bad- 
ly hurt. After tho a long discussion, 
Conn. Williams movod that tho owners 
of the property be notified that if they 
did not repair the roadway within 15 dayt 
the Council would closo the alley as a 
nuisance. 

Coun. Shakespeare also called attention 
to the practice of gambling in various sa 
loons iii the City, and suggested tiiat the 
Canadian law ou tho subject should be 
carried out. 

Tho Mayor did not know of any such 
houses. 

After somo discussion Couu. Shakes- 
peare, seconded by Coun. Trounco, mov- 
ed that the Police Inspeotor do notify all 
keepers of houses where gambling is car- 
ried on that tho practice must bo stopped 
or their liconso will not bo renewed. Car- 
ried. 

Council then wont into Committoo of 
tho Whole. 



The Htrald accuses the editor of The 
Colonist of trying to swamp Now West- 
minster District with Cassiar votes "in 
and out of tho House."

The editor of this paper intro- 
duced a measure into the House to create 
Cassiar a separate electoral district. The 
Bill was defeated by the Government, 
who then and thero stated that Cassiar 
was comprised in Nnw Westmiuster.

Important to Pork Packers. 

Uuder an Order in Counoil giving ef- 
fect to section 58 Act t31 cap. 6 so far us 
tho importation of swine is concernod, 
the following regulations aro published: 
Upon tho importation of swine for tho 
purpose of slaughter tho importer shall 
enter tho samo for warehouse on the 
usual form of such ontrios stating on its 
face tho number and valuo of tho herd, 
and also tho quantify of pork, bacon, 
hams and lard which tho number stated 
wilt produce when slaughtered nud dress- 
ed at 1131bs. weight for each live hog so 
imported; and the amount of duty to 
which sooli produce is or may bo liable 
to under tho rate prescribed by the tariff 
in force at tho time being as the proper 
duty on moat of that kind. Such im- 
porter shall then execute a bond to tho 
Q neon in double the amount of such duty, 
tho condition of which bond shall bo 
that upon tho duo exportation within 
one year of the said products of tho 
swine so imported and converted iuto 
pork, bacon, hams and lard or payment 
of ths duty secured by tho said bond, 
then tho said bond shall beconio null and 
void, otherwiso shall remain in full force 
and virtue. On tho reception into tho 
bonding warehouse swine shall bo re- 
quired only as meat, and it shall not bo 
regarded to remove any of them from 
suoh warehouse alivo, nor shall any part 
of produco bo removed therefrom for any 
purpose without a permit irom the Col- 
lector or proper officer of Customs, as in 
the caso of other bonded goods. Swine 
imported iu carcase to be cured and pack- 
ed in bond, may be entered in the usual 
way for warehouse and be placed in pro- 
mises estublishod as a warehouse of this 
class, for the special purpose of packing 
and curing, tho weight of such carcases 
to be duly ascertained by the proper of- 
ficer of Customs; and tho importer shall 
give bonds to the Queen in double tho 
"mount of duties accruing therefrom, 
under the tariff then in force for the ex- 
portation of same, or duty within two 
years from itate of first entry. Killing 
pou«, curing and packing houses, and 
all cellars stores or other apartments in- 
cluded in such warehouse, shail be ao- 
cesible at all times between sunrise and 
sunset to the inspection and survey of 
the (iollector or Inupeetorof Customs or 
of officer of Customs to whom the duty 
of such inspection may be assigned by 
them or either of them. Tho produco of 
swine imported alive and warehoused 
for slaughter at the said rate of 1 13 Hi s. 
for each hog, and tho meat of the swino 
imported in carcase, for curing and pack- 
ing at the actual ascertained weight 
at first entry, shall ba subject while in 
bond to all charges in the tariff rate of 
dnty, a7id whon entered out of bond for 
home consumption, shall pay the rate of 
duty in force at date of such entry. 

Arrival c? an American Man of- War. 
— Tho U. S. war steamer Benicia, Cnpt. 
Wm. E. Hopkins, 14 guns. 15 days from 
San Francisco, arrived in Esquimalt har- 
bor yesterday afternoon. Upon entering 
the harbor the Benicia and the Repulse 
exchanged Balutes. Tho Benicia has a 
complement of 300 officers and men. She 
will remain at Esquimalt about teu dars, 
and will then sail for Sitka. Following 
is a list of the Benicia's officers:

Tho Regatta nt Victoria. 

May 24th, 1875, was tho afiy-sixtb. 
celebration of Her Majesty's birthdoy. 
To my notion tho people of any other 
part of the British possessions could 
not have enjoyed themselves moro 
thoroughly than tho people of this 
place did on Hint day, The natural 
grandeur of tho ecenory of the the Is- 
land is charming and very much in- 
creased the pleasure of those who wont 
to tho Regatta, got upjfor tho amuae- 
mont of tho public under the pntron- 
ago of the Governor and residents of 
this city and its surroundings. 

The "Myrmidon," lying in Jamas 
Buy, was a pretty sight; a lino from 
her bow to Lor topmast and from 
thenco to her stern, literally coverod 
with tho Hags of different nationalities, 
formed, as it wore, a erpucent, with the 
ruffled waters of the Bay for its base. 
This handsome ship was the object of 
much altontioti as from bor sides tho 
smoke and (iro and roar of a Royal 
Saluto echoed through tho park 
grounds of Beacon Hill and along the 
banks ot the arm of tho sea, bo beau- 
tifully wooded, that runs for miles up 
through tho Island, and forms what is 
called the Gorge. As the Royal Sa- 
luto died away in the distance many n 
voice pronounced with sincerity — 
"Loii£i live our Queen — long iivo Vic- 
toria I" 

The Regatta came off at tbo Gorge, 
and the Gorge of the 2-Hh im measure 
ably surpassed in beauty tho Gorge of 
the '23d, for on one of these days it 
was in tho silence of its own beautious 
Holitudo, and on tho next day its wa- 
ters swelled under many a boat freight- 
ed with age and youth, innocence and 
beauty, and among the shrubs and 
tlowers of its banks many a graceful 
sample of ladylike beauty was to bo 
seen. 

The manner in which tho Regatta 
was ordered was evidence of the val- 
ue of order, even in the carrying out 
of pleasure. Each race iu the pro- 
gramme came oil v*it!i precision as to 
time. Thero were twolvo events on tho 
card; the first caino off at 1 o'clock 
and nil was over at 6 o'clock. 

Tho pleasure of sooimr others pleas- 
ed was in itself a pleasure, but to mo 
it was a rare pleasure to se» bo many 
and know that thero were millions be- 
sides, iu different parts of this globe 
enjoying themselves as innocently, 
and, at tho same time, letting the 
world understand that simplo honor 
and noble virtue aro attributes that in- 
crease the lovo of c peoplo for the 
most noble of Sovereigns.

Early in March the Superintendent 
of Truancy in Now York City took 
steps to secure tho attendance at the 
public schools of all children between 
tho ages oi eight nnd fourteen. Tho 
board of education have examined 015 
cases of truancy , reported between tho 
17lh of March and the 6th. of April 
by the eight men appointed tc search 
for delinquents. Of these truant 413 
children were kopt nt home by their 
parents on account of sickness or want 
while 202 were habitual truants. Of 
tho latter 1 18 have been placed in 
school. In 1870 a penalty of $50 will 
bo imposed ou any employer of a 
child who does not hold a certificate 
showiu3 that it has attended school at 
least fourteen weeks during the pro- 
ceeding year. 



A Java chief, who is now very old, 
gave orders that on his decease 
nis two youngest wives should be killed 
in ordoi to accompany him to tho next 
world. The two women became aware 
of the fate awaiting them and fled to 
the English fort on the border, where 
they put themselves under tho pro- 
tection of tho English flag. Tho chief 
was furious on hearing this, nnd form- 
ed a plan to get back bis fugitive 
wives. But tho women were neither 
williu b nor readj to die, and having 
found out that their souls and bodies 
were as much their own property as 
his, they propose remaining where life 
is not held so cheaply ns in their na- 
tive province

It happened to he tho God 
Vyravan, who is tho guardian of the 
other gods, and tho seisure of his im- 
age, removal of his temple and grove, 
and tho erection of a bebool on the 
sacred spot lias created an unusual stir 
among the people of Oalalty.
